The Upland City Council passed an 
ordinance Monday night aimed at 
limiting service by city 
commissioners to eight years, but 
rejected a provision calling for a 
four-fifths council vote on 
appointments to additional terms. 

More in intent than actual code 
revision, the ordinance sets a limit 
of two four-year terms for members 
of the planning and architectural 
commissions. 

Mayor George Gibson stressed 
that the ordinance, scheduled to go- 
into effect May 16, would open up 
commission seats to residents. 

However, he noted the .council 
would have the discretion to make 


reappointments beyond eight years - 


if the terms of several experienced 
planning commissioners came up at 
the same time. 

He also pointed out the more 
specialized background —e for

the architectural commission 
makes: qualified appointees harder 
to find and its members more likely 
to be asked to serve a third term. 

When the ordinance was first 
discussed by the council March 19, 
two planning commissioners with 
more than 25 years experience 
between them criticized the 
proposal. 

Chairman Frank Carpenter and 
Commissioner Al Canestro said ‘the 
proposal was unnecessary and could 
hurt the stability of the commission.

architectural commission spoke on 
the ordinance Monday night. The 
ordinance — which also formally 
updates planning commission duties 
to conform with state law — does 
not cover any of the city’s several 
other advisory committees. 

Mayor Pro Tem John McCarthy 
questioned the four-fifths provision 
on a council vote to reappoint a 
commissioner to a third full term. 

‘‘Ninety-eight percent of the 
business this council handles is 
usually done by a three-fifths vote (a 
simple majority when the. full 





council is present),” he said. 

Gibson said, ‘‘My feeling is that it 
shouldn’t be extended unless there 
are very strong reasons to do so. For 
example, on the architectural 
commission, there are few people 
that are qualified — they’re difficult 
to get.”’ 

Gibson and other members of the 
council went along with McCarthy’s 
suggestion to require only a three - 
fifths vote for a third commission 
term. 

Councilwoman Ina Petokas noted 
earlier in the discussion ‘that the

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Council 
approves 
revised plans 


The Upland City Council Monday 
night approved redesigned plans — 
moving a playground further from 
Neighboring homes — for a 
Mennonite church and preschool. 

On a 4-1 vote, the council granted 
a conditional-use permit sought by 
Mountain View Mennonite Church 
on 2.4 acres on the south side of 13th | 
Street just east of Mountain Avenue. 

Mayor Pro Tem John McCarthy 
cast the vote against the permit 
after questioning the architect, Jim 
Thayer, about the proposed phasing 
of the development. 

McCarthy noted the church’s 
multipurpose building would be 
used for Sunday services and as the — 
preschool. He expressed concern the 
city had no commitment the church 
would go ahead with later phases, 
including the main sanctuary and 
Sunday school facilities. 

Thayer estimated the entire 
project could be complete within 10 . 
years. 


McCarthy also said, ‘I really 
question if this is desirable in a 
primarily resitiential area.” 


Councilwoman Ina Petokas 
pointed out other churches operate 
hursery schools in residential areas. 


Noting Upland preschools have 
waiting lists, she said, ‘I almost see 
it as a community service.” 


Twenty-five residents of the 
Mountain Gate condominium 
development just west of the church 
project had signed a petition against 
the preschool proposal. 
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council usually approves 
appointments unanimously or the 
appointments ‘are not made. 

The mayor formally makes the 
appointments and the entire council 
confirms those choices. Other than 
the intent of the ordinance, the only 
change on voting for a third term is 
from a simple majority. to three- 
fifths vote of the council. 

With a quorum of three council 
members present, a 2-1. vote is 
currently sufficient to appoint a 
commissioner to a third term, City 
Attorney Donald Maroney 
explained. — -

New 
commissioners need at least two 
years experience to know the: celty 
and their duties, he added. 


Bello said coniri lsat 
changeovers .would threaten: the 
independence of both bodies, noting, 
“Newly appointed commissioners 
would be prone to listen to the 
experts, who do not always know 
what is best.’’ 


He added planning commissioners 
have served an average of 5.3 year's, 
less than the eight years of two full 
terms. {

Upland woman sees 
threats to schools

When Dorothy Gibson entered the 
line of succession for the top 
leadership of the California School 
Boards Association, Proposition 13 
was still just a gleam in Howard 
Jarvis’ eyes. 

Now, as president of the 
association, Mrs. Gibson sees the 
school systems threatened on 
several fronts, saying, ‘‘The major 
problem we face in California is 
survival of public education today.” 

The California School Boards 
Association’s members include 1,043 
school boards, abeut 97 percent of 
the boards within the state, Mrs. 
Gibson said. 

In addition to providing policy and 
management assistance to the 
school boards, the association acts 
as their advocate on state 

tion. 
ssociation policies are reached 
by a delegate assembly and the 
organization. maintains an. office 
with 40 to 50 employees in 
Sacramento. 

Mrs. Gibson, a resident of Upland, 
Spends part. ef each week in 
Sacramento testifying before 
committees, consulting frequently 
state’ Superintendent of. Public 
Instruction Wilson Riles and 
otherwise pursuing the association’s 
goals. 

The association’s top objective 
this year is to provide long-range 
financing to replace school districts’ 
Joss of property-tax revenue under 
Proposition 13. 

‘But that already looks like 
wishful thinking,’’ Mrs. Gibson said. 

What the state legislature is likely 
to pass is another bail-out measure 
funding local governmental entities 
for the coming .fiscal year, she 
added. Mrs. Gibson noted the terms 
of that legislation are unclear and 


would probably be settled in’ 


conference committee. 

She said, ‘‘Everybody fights for 
the same money,” and added that 
the question of long-range financing 
of ‘school districts ' will’ probably 
come up again next year. 

Mrs. Gibson served 16 years as a 
trustee on the Upland school board 
and is currently in her 14th year on 
the county Board of Education, 
representing a district that includes 
the West End. 

A state law: precluding trustees 
from being elected to more than one 
seat prevented her from seeking re- 
election to the Upland board in 1977, 
but Mrs. Gibson said the demands of 
her appointive association post 
probably would have forced her off 
the Upland board anyway. 

Although describing her 
association duties as full time, Mrs. 
Gibson receives expenses but no pay 
as president. 


Mrs. Gibson has also traveled to ° 


‘Washington D.C. as a state delegate 
to the national school boards’ 
organization. At top goal there is 
creation of a U.S. Department of 
Education, she said. 

Along with: school financing, Mrs. 
Gibson pointed to court-ordered 
busing for desegregation as a top 
concern for school officials.

Lurking in the background: isa 
budding ‘movement: to introduce a 
voucher system to education in 
California. While supporters of a 
voucher ‘system say the proposal 
gives parents a choice on how to 


educate their children, Mrs. Gibson 
expressed concern that the ‘‘family 
choice initiative” poses another 
threat to public education. 

A more general worry is declining 
confidence in~ public education 
today. 

Mis. Gibson: attributed loss. in 
confidence in part to a ‘poor 
understanding of guidelines and 
mandates a board is forced to work 
under.” 

Court decisions, such as busing in 
Los Angeles, and legislation. have 
combined with Proposition : 13’ to 
reduce local control, she indicated. 

She described the legislature arid 
the courts as a kind of ‘‘giant school 
board,”’ noting, ‘Almost every 
month or so there is some new law 
through the legislature demanding 
more of local boards.” 

Despite her concerns, Mrs. 
Gibson expressed no regrets about 
assuming the presidency of the 
association, a diverse group of 
boards, at a critical time. She 
referred to the issues facing public 
education as ‘‘challenges.” 


Mrs. Gibson spent eight years on 


the association’s board-of directors 
before a year as vice president and 
another year as president-elect. She 
took office as: president: last 
December and will spent next year 
as the organization’s past president, 
completing a four-year leadership 
stint. 

Although familiar with 
Sacramento through a variety of 
education. posts — former Gov. 
Ronald Reagan appointed her to the 
state Commission for Teacher 
Preparation and Licensing — Mrs. 
Gibson finds the political 
atmosphere disappointing, 

However, she added, ‘‘I think that 
the education lobbyists are 
appreciated by. the. legislators 
because they are from. policy- 
making organizations and because 
they speak for the great majority of 
board members.”’

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‘Hard’ drug use 
declines among 
West End teens

Indications are that West End junior and senior high 
school students are not using the ‘‘hard’’ drugs like their 
predecessors did ten years ago. 

But, marijuana and alcohol are the most used and both 
substances seem to be more widely accepted by students 
than ever before. 

This is the consensus of school administrators, sub- 
Stance abuse educators and students questioned about 
drug use in the West End. 


Although there have been no known formal studies on 
drug use in the West End to determine the extent, 
everyone questioned agrees that marijuana and alcohol 
are the two most widely used by teen-age students. 


Most also agree that students have become more 
“‘sophisticated”’ in the use of various drugs. School ad- 
ministrators say they rarely recognize students ‘“‘high”’ 
on something, as was the case in the 60s and early 70s. 

It seems that students are using drugs less on cam- 
puses, though it is not uncommon to smell pot burning 
at area high schools. ‘ 

Those who do smoke pot at school seem to be a very 
small part of the student body, according to students and 
administrators. 

Administrators said they see no evidence of hard drugs 
on campus, but it’s difficult to tell what kinds of drugs 
kids are involved in while not at school. 

Some students said that any drug is available locally 
“if you know the right person.” 

Principals at Ontario and Chaffey high schools are 
Satisfied there are no hard drugs used openly at their 
schools after an undercover narcotics officer was on the 
campuses earlier in the school year. 

Fred C. Adams, Chaffey principal, said ‘‘we didn’t feel 
originally that we had that extent of a problem” with 
drugs. And that was confirmed, Adams feels, when the 
officer found only marijuana and some amphetamines. 

Ontario High School Principal Alfred Dakin agreed 
with Adams on the matter. 

Officer Jeannie Metcalf of the Ontario police’ depart- 
ment posed as a senior student at the two schools during 
the fall. 


She was able to make one buy of amphetamines and 
several buys of small quantities of marijuana — po more 
than a quarter ounce. The sales of the drugs resulted in 
14 arrests — 12 students and two adult non-students. 

Officer Metcalf said she never saw any other drugs in 
her three months at Chaffey and six weeks at Ontario, 
although there was talk of other drugs. 

‘Marijuana is almost a rite of passage into 
adulthood,”” said Judy Abdien, acting program coor- 
dinator for the Chino Alcohol Rehabilitation Project. 
There are kids who don’t accept or advocate the use of 
marijuana, but they’re in the minority, she said. 

A check with some area junior high principals and 
assistant principals indicates use of all drugs and alcohol 
on campuses seems to have decreased over the past few 
years. 

Alcohol, tobacco and. marijuana seem to be the most 
widely used at the junior high level, according to Karen 
Fraad, who does drug education work at area elemen- 
tary and junior high schools as part of the Reach Out 
West End program. 

The most dangerous drug available now is PCP, accor- 
ding to Fraad and others. 

PCP, or phencyclidene, is an animal tranquilizer that 
can produce bizarre behavior, disorientation and 
changes in perception. 

Angel dust, cannabinol, sherman and charman are 
some of the nicknames for PCP. It is usually smoked and 
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because it can be cut with pot or tobacco, a person may 
not know he is using PCP. : os 

There seems to be some difference of opinion as to how 
extensive the use of PCP is. 

Dan Totaro, counseling coordinator at the Firehouse 
community services center in Montclair, said he has not 
seen much use of PCP recently. ry 

But some others, including an Ontario narcotiés off 
ficer, feel that PCP is still much used and is even on the 


increase.

The county board of supervisors 
agreed Monday to buy more patrol 
cars and hand-held communications 
devices for the sheriff’s 
department. But there won’t be as 
many as were requested by Sheriff 
Frank Bland. 

The supervisors transferred 
$141,000 from the county 
contingency fund to pay for 10 more 
patrol cars and 47 more hand-held 
communications devices for use by 
sheriff's deputies. 

The supervisors’ action was their 
first response to Bland’s request 
last November for more deputies 
and equipment over the next three 
years. 

The department’s request for 
additional staff is being evaluated 
as part of an audit by the county 
grand jury. 

As for equipment, Bland had 
requested: 

— 20 more patrol cars to make 
better use of deputies in the field. 
The supervisors agreed to pay for 10 
— 4 to be converted from other uses, 
the rest to be new. 

The supervisors were advised by 
their Law and Justice Agency 
administrator, Bernard M. Boress, 
that 10 cars would provide 80 
percent of the improved patrol 
coverage that could be expected. 

“Analysis .... revealed that the 
value to be received from 10 of the 
20 additional vehicles did not. 
warrant the added cost,” Boress 
told the supervisors in his report. 

Gasoline and maintenance for the 
cars will have to be paid from the

The department will actually get

included with the patrol cars the 
supervisors agreed to buy. 

— 90 more identification kits for 
patrol cars so that deputies can 
collect evidence immediately 
without calling for assistance. The 
supervisors agreed to the purchase 
but the department will have to get 
the money from within its current 
budget. 

The cost for the kits was 
estimated at $21,150. The kits will be 
included as part of the cost of buying 
patrol cars in the future. 

— 28 typist-transcribers, 148 tape . 
recorders and tapes for recording 
and transcribing deputies’ 
interviews with suspects. 

The supervisors again asked the 
department to get the money for 
these items from within the budget. 

The items are required because of 
the district attorney’s interpretation 
of a recent California Supreme 
Court decision.

A contract to provide driver training for students in the 
Chaffey Joint Union High School District was approved 
Monday night by trustees at the regular board meeting. 

Safe-Way School of Driving will provide 12 hours of 
behind-the-wheel training on a driving range and three 
hours of driving on the streets for each student. 

The driving school will be paid with state money which 
is meant to reimburse districts for driver training. The 
current reimbursement amount is $54 per student and for 
next school year the contract requires the state reim- 
bursement up to $58 per student. 

The plan did run into some opposition from Bill Pitts, 
California Teachers Association legislation chairman, 
and the Associated Chaffey Teachers. 

Pitts opposed the plan because he felt the board should 
wait and see what happens in the state legislature regar- 
ding some bills on driver training and reimbursement. 

“‘To me it’s not educationally sound...to not let our cer- 
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It’s like 







tificated staff provide the same training,’’ Pitts added. 

The driver training is now offered to senior students 
only using district cars, due to Proposition 13 program 
cuts. 

Under the contract the driving school will provide its 
own small cars, equipment, instruction and insurance, 
according to C. Robert Erickson, assistant superinten- 
dent of instructional services. 


The district will be required to provide a location for 
two driving ranges and to schedule qualified students. 

The driver training could be underway by summer, 
Erickson said. 

The contract was approved on a 4-0 vote with Raymond 
Sarrio abstaining.

— Approved the purchase and installation of a 10,000 
gallon diesel fuel storage tank at an approximate cost of

Cycling stadium ok due in 6 weeks

Construction of an Olympic 
velodrome in Claremont appears to 
be moving closer to reality with 
final approval of the project due in 
about six weeks. 

Steve Maaranen, cycling coach at 
Claremont Men’s College, said the 
Claremont site appears to be 
winning favor with Olympic 
officials and is also backed by most 
cycligg organizations. 

Maaranen said Alex Baum, an 
official member of the 1984 Olympic 
games committee ‘‘has been 
generally supportive of the 
Claremont site.’’ 

Baum is also on the facilities 
subcommittee for the Olympics and 
has been Los Angeles Mayor 
Bradley’s cycling representative. 

Claremont has been supportive of 
the idea of the velodrome but the 
Los Angeles City Council is against 
the Sepulveda Basin site, a 


ait 


top contender for the velodrome. 

Also, John C. Argue, tormer head 
of the private Los Angeles Olympic 
Organizing Committee, said months 
ago that the Claremont Colleges was 
the front-running contender for a 
velodrome. 

Maaranen presented an update on 
the velodrome and accompanying 
sports park at Tuesday’s Claremont 
City Council meeting. 

He said the college has 
established a non-profit corporation, 
Claremont Sport Park Inc., to 
handle financing and construction of 
the facilities. 

The veledrome, however, will 
receive top priority among the 
approximate $3 million worth of 
facilities to be constructed. 

Maaranen said plans for the other 
sports facilities—a football stadium, 
soccer field, municipal gymnasium, 
tennis and racket ball courts and 
team rooms—were how secondary.

‘Bad publicity’ keeps veterans 


from getting jobs, official says

War veterans — especially those 
who fought in Vietnam — suffer 
from bad publicity, believes an 
Inland Area Urban League official. 


“‘Some of the more recent 
veterans, especially Vietnam vets, 
find it particularly hard to find 
jobs,” says Al Shine, vice president 
for programs with the IAUL. 


‘“‘There’s bad publicity associated 
with being in the service. Some 
veterans have personal problems, 
drug problems. As a consequence, 
they stay unemployed.” 


Getting veterans jobs is Shine’s 
job. He and a handful of other Urban 
League workers have launched Hire 


II, a job assistance program for 
veterans honorably discharged from 
the U.S. armed services. 


Funded by a $502,000 federal 
grant, the program reimburses par- 
ticipating employers 50 percent of a 
veteran’s wage while he is being 
trained for a job. 


“We continue paying until the 
veteran is brought to the level of 
proficiency that would allow a com- 
pany to take him completely on its 
payroll — usually six — 
Shine said. 


Since the beginning of the year, 
140 veterans have been placed in 
jobs in the San Bernardino- 
Riverside area. In the West End, 25 
veterans have been placed. 

But many more jobs are needed, 


Shine says. 


‘Most of our employers tind our 
veterans are well-motivated and 
work out well,” he said. 


A national, non-profit organiza- 
tion, the Urban League is dedicated 
to securing equal opportunities for 
blacks and other minorities. 


But Hire I is not limited to 
minority group members, says 
Shine. The IAUL works with ail 
veterans, including disabled persons 
and those with criminal records. 


“There are many people in 
business with criminal records 
whose mission is to employ people 
with prison backgrounds, 


Most veterans are unemployed 


” he said. 


because they lack schooling or train- 
ing, he said. 

“That’s why we pay half the cost 
of their on-the-job training. Some of 
our veterans attend school part time 
while working part time.’’ 

The minimum wage a Hire II 
veteran can earn is $3.50 per hour. 
No federal-paid or commission jobs 
are accepted. Seasonal, piecework 
and bartending jobs are also re- 
jected. 


The female veteran is another 
overlooked area, says Shine. 


“Some of the female vets are 
heads of households and need child 
care and transportation 
assistance,” he said. ‘‘We’re trying 
to get that for them, as well as plac- 
ing them in nontraditional jobs.” 


In an effort to reach the veteran 
before he disappears into public 
assistance rolls, Hire II has been go- 
ing out to Army and Air Force 
bases. 


“Tt seems veterans are being 
penalized for having served their 
country,’’ Shine observed. 
“Employers should re-examine 
their priorities. By hiring a veteran, 
they’re allowing him to become a 
taxpayer rather than a person sup- 
ported by taxes.”

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When it comes to technology, 
there’s little new under the sun

SACRAMENTO — The 
advertisement in the trade 
journal sounded enticing — 
and as up - to - date as 
anything that could be 
promoted by Gov. Jerry 
Brown’s ‘‘Office of Ap- 
propriate Technology.” 

It was a solar water 
heater ‘‘capable of 
providing hot water suf- 
ficient for from three to 
eight baths and utilizing one 
of nature’s generous forces, 
the sun. ...”’ 

The price tag wasn’t bad, 
either — $25! 

The date on the catalogue 
was 1892. 

Which all goes to show 
that when it comes to ap- 
proprate technology, 
there’s very little new un- 
der the sun. 


It also goes to show, ac- 
cording to Dr. Carroll W. 
Pursell, professor of history 
at the University of Califor- 
nia at Santa Barbara, that 
the belief that technological 
change moves only in a 
forward direction, and is 
irreversible, is incorrect. 


‘“‘By aiding in the 
recollection of past 
technologies,” he said, ‘‘we 
can combat the myth that 
alternatives can lie only in 
the future.” 

He believes that the 
answer to many of man’s 
problems may lie in 
technologies that still exist, 
but which have fallen into 
obscurity. 


He and a student research 


assistant are developing a 
growing catalogue of pages 
from the past, hunting for 


DFG readies 
Southland. 
trout plants 


Department of Fish and 
Game hatcheries in 
Southern California are 
geared up to stock 2,750,000 
catchable - size rainbow 
trout in 73 sowthland lakes, 
reservoirs and streams this 
year, the same allotment as 
in 1978, 

The actual number of fish 
planted may turn out to be 
somewhat less, the DFG 
said, depending on the final 
version of the state’s 1979-80 
budget. 

The governor’s proposed 
budget, now under con- 
sideration by the state 
legislature, included a 
reduction of two million 
catchable - size trout from 
the DFG’s planned produc- 
tion of 12,505,000 statewide. 
The cut, if it remains in the 
budget, would be appor- 
tioned among the DFG’s 
five inland regions. 

Plentiful winter rains 
have replenished lakes and 
Streams throughout 
Southern California and 
fishery managers expect 
anglers to have good to ex- 
cellent fishing during the 
spring and summer in most 
areas. 

Three lakes that were on 
the 1978 planting list have 
been removed from this 
year’s stocking plans, the 
DFG said. They are Morris 
Dam in San Gabriel Ca- 
nyon, where the reservoir 
Management program is 
uncertain; Murray Lake in 
San Diego County, where an 
intensive hydrilla eradica- 
tion project is underway; 
and Santee Lakes, where 
the Padre Dam Municipal 
Water District has 
withdrawn from a 
cooperative trout stocking 
agreement with the DFG; 
and Evans Lake in River- 
side County, which has a 
weed and debris cleanup 
problem. 

Under DFG stocking 
criteria, catchable - size 
trout will be planted in 
streams where water 
temperatures are between 
45 degrees and 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Stocking will 
be discontinued if a serious 
flood threat exists, or con- 
versely if stream flows drop 
to a point where conditions 
are unsuitable for trout 
because of shallow water, 
lack of pools, growth of 
algae, poor water quality or 
other reasons. . 

In lakes and reservoirs, 
trout will be stocked until 
surface water 
temperatures reach 78 
degrees Fahrenheit or un- 
less algae blooms, weed 
growth, high turbidity or 
alkalinity, or other con- 
ditions make the lake un- 
suitable for trout. 

If a lake or stream 
becomes unsuitable for 
stocking, the DFG will shift 
its allotted trout plants to 
the nearest suitable water. 


Most Southern California 
lakes and streams are ex- 
pected to be in excellent 
shape for trout stocking 
during the spring and early 
Summer and will be 
generously planted by the 
DFG. 


Catchable - sized trout 
may be stocked by the state 
only in waters affording 
free public access and free 
public fishing from shore. 
Waters under public 
jurisdiction where a 
reasonable fee is charged to 
defray the cost of providing 
restrooms, parking and 


other public services are 
considered to have free 
public access. They qualify 
for stocking by the DFG so 
long as there is-no special 
charge made for fishing. 

The trout stocking 
program provides anglers 
with a wide variety of 
fishing opportunities, the 
DFG said. Stocked waters 
range from high altitude 
lakes and streams in forest 
areas to urban fishing ponds 
in local parks. At some of 
these waters, additional 
trout are purchased from 
private hatcheries to aug- 
ment the state allotments. 

Many of the waters to be 
planted lie within the four 
national forests of Southern 
California. Maps of these 
areas and information 
about roads and camping in 
the forests can be obtained 
from U.S. Forest Service 
offices or district ranger 
stations. 

Although most of the 
trout caught in the 
southland are raised in 
hatcheries and stocked in 
waters easily available to 
the public, some anglers 
prefer to test their skill 
against wild trout in more 
remote treams. 

These native fish, wily 
and harder to catch, may be 
found in a few mountain 
streams, including the 
headwaters of the Sisquoc 
River in Santa Barbara 
County, the West Fork of 
the San Gabriel River, Deep 
Creek, and Bear Creek in 
the canyon area below Big 
Bear Lake. 

All trout anglers 16 or 
older must have a valid 
California $5 fishing 
license, along with the $2 
inland waters stamp and 
the $3 trout stamp. An ad- 
ditional $3 Colorado River 
stamp is required to fish 
from a boat in the Colorado 
River; this stamp is not 
required for ‘ishing from 
the California shore. 

Trout season in Southern 
California is open year - 
round. In most waters, the 
daily bag limit is five trout. 
However, in the Colorado 
River district — the river 
itself, Imperial County, and 
eastern San Bernardino and 
Riverside counties — the 
limit is ten trout, except for 
Cahuilla Lake in Riverside 
County, where the five trout 
limit prevails. 

Special bag limits, size 
limits and gear restrictions 
exist for Deep Creek, the 
West Fork of the San 
Gabriel River, and the Ven- 
tura River and its 
tributaries. Anglers are ad- 
vised to read the 1979 
California fishing 
regulations booklet with 
regard to these special 
cases. The booklet is 
available free wherever 
fishing licenses are sold. 

Fishing hours are from 
one hour before sunrise to 
one hour after sunset in 
most areas. Fishing 24 
hours a day, however, is 
permitted in the Colorado 
River and certain other 
waters. Anglers should 
study the fishing 
regulations booklet careful- 
ly’ for details.

First, an egg. piercer or 
punch is a handy tool. It can 


.be purchased at a modest 


cost, or you can substitute a 
carpet or thumb tack or pin. 
Before. cooking, gently 
pierce the large end of the 
egg, going in about % to % 
of an inch. This serves two 
purposes: One, it helps pre- 
vent the eggs from cracking 
and leaking by providing an 
outlet for air pressure 
which builds up during 
cooking. Two, the small 
amount of water which may 
seep in during cooking helps 
to separate the egg from the 
shell, making peeling 
easier.

Eggs can be successfully 
hard - cooked by steam in 
egg cooker appliances on 
the market. If you have one, 
be sure to follow the 
manufacturér’s directions. 
Add the amount of water 
recommended and remove’ 
the eggs as soon as the 
cooking cycle has ended to 
prevent overcooking. (The 
cycle may run from 14 to 17 
minutes, depending on 
brand. This timing works 
well for large eggs, the 
most popular size eggs on 
the market. You may want 
to remove the eggs a bit 
before the cycle has com- 
pleted if you use:a smaller 
size egg.) Be very careful 
‘when removing the eggs 
from the cooker as they will 
be extremely hot and not all 
manufacturers provide a 
handle for easy removal. 
Cool them under running 
cold water before peeling. 
Despite piercing the shells, 
some eggs may crack when 
cooked in these appliances, 
but should be easy to peel. 


An Easy Way 

The easiest method for 
pretty hard-cooked eggs is 
to pierce them then place 
them in one layer in a 
saucepan. Cover the eggs 
with enough tap water to 
come at least one inch 
above the eggs. Cover the 
pan and bring the water 
rapidly just to boiling. Turn 
off the heat or, if necessary, 
remove the covered pan 
from the burner to prevent 
further boiling. Let the eggs 
stand in the hot water for, 15 
minutes for large eggs — 
adjust the time up or down 
by about 3 minutes for each 
size larger or smaller.

Which way is the wind sock blowing for the Chino Air- 
port these days? 

Will it remain a small but bustling (233,000 takeoffs 
and landings last year) general aviation airport, or will it 
get expanded runways, buildings, ticket offices and bag- 
gage areas and be turned into a commercial airline fa- 
cility? Chino International Airport? 

The question is far from academic because the power- 
ful Southern California Association of Governments 
(SCAG) is seriously considering the little airport as a 
site to be expanded and equipped as a regional carrier 
airport to take the pressure of steadily increasing air 
traffic off Los Angeles International Airport, Ontario In; 
ternational Airport and ‘especially the heavily-taxed 
Orange County Airport where air traffic increased mor 
than 10 percent last year. ; 

SCAG is also looking at a site in the Chino Hills for con- 
struction of a new airport. It is also giving consideration 
to Bell Canyon in southern Orange County, Camp Pendle- 
ton, El. Toro Marine Corps Air Station, Los Alamitos- 
/Bolsa Bay/Seal Beach Naval Weapons Station area and 
the Los Angeles/Long Beach harbor area. : 

At its March 1 meeting, SCAG reported that passenger 
volume at LAX was up 16 percent in 1978 over the previ- 
ous year. Hollywood-Burbank rose more than 12 percent 
and the Ontario airport saw a rise of nearly 20 percent. 
The six Southern California hub airports (Los Angeles, 
Hollywood-Burbank, Orange County, Ontario, Long 
Beach and.Palmdale) carried more than 40 million pas- 
sehgers last year, an average annual growth of.15.4 per- 
cent. f 

Does the Chino Airport want to be designated a region- 
al commercial airport and go big time, or does it want to 
remain small and bucolic? (Sheep graze near the run- 
ways; milk cows watch the takeoffs and landings of exe- 
cutive planes, trainers and crop dusters.) The 
development of the airport could be an economic shot in 
the arm for the Chino area; it could engender highway 
traffic congestion and ifcreased noise and air pollution.

“The general feeling here is that we want to keep 
Chino a general aviation airport,’ said burly, greying 
Dan Groves, airport manager. ‘‘We’d like to keep it to 
private airplanes, flying schools and maintenance shops. 
We've got dairymen all around us in a 20-square-mile 
green belt. We have 90 lessees, 90 percent of them avia- 
tion oriented. Personally I’d like to see it stay as a gener- 
al aviation airport -- carrier airports aren’t needed as 
much.”’ 

Grove feels SCAG should opt for its new commercial 
airport at El Toro since it is closer to Los Angeles. As for 
a Chino Hills site, ‘‘they’ll be moving dirt from now on 
filling in the canyons.”’ Chino Airport is serving an im- 
portant need in Southern California, he feels. It has 475 
tie-downs for aircraft on the field, plus 120 T -hangar bays 
and two new hangars are projected. The airport is also 
planning a new administration building, Instrument 
Landing System (ILS) and bright tube landing lights. 

Don Sperry, FAA chief controller, agrees. ‘‘There’s no 
reason it can’t expand,” he said. ‘“‘There’s plenty of 
room. But I think it would be a waste of time. We should 
keep it as a general aviation airport.’’ 

Sperry said that when the ILS is installed early in 1980, 
the airport will become a training field for air carriers, 
taking the pressure off larger airports where landings 
and takeoffs are practiced. j 

SCAG plans to hold a series of public workshops near 
the proposed airport sites to get the response of con- 
cerned citizens, business and community leaders. For- 
mal public hearings will be held later in the summer. 
Clifton Moore, general manager of the Los Angeles 
Department of Airports, compared the original planned- 
for capacity at LAX in 1927 to its present accommoda- 
tions and load, and predicted another 10 percent increase 
in air traffic will be demanded at the airport next year. 
‘‘Two or three more 10 percent years will put LAX at its 
limit,” he said. “‘The missing airport is quite clearly 
needed to serve the capacity in the Orange County area.’’

Poisoning 


Start today to protect your child

Children like to explore ... particularly toddlers who 


peek into cabinets, shelves, drawers and closets. 

Inside they may find attractive, maybe brightly 
colored containers. They open up the containers, then ex- 
periment by tasting or swallowing. 

And they die because what they’ve found contains 
poison. j 

An 18-month-old boy died after drinking floor cleaner 
containing petroleum distillates. 

An 8-year-old grabbed a bottle of liniment he thought 
was cough syrup and drank it down! 

A 1-year-old girl spent nine days in the hospital after 
swallowing charcoal lighter fluid from a can left in the 
yard after .a family picnic. 

Every year, thousands of children are poisoned by 
hazardous household substances. Things like medicines, 
furniture polishes, lighter fluid, turpentine. And these 
are only a few of the numerous potentially dangerous 
products commonly found in: the home. 


West End parents are reminded that-National Poison 
Prevention Week begins today and runs through next 
Sunday. Now is a good time to check your home and 
protect the life of your child. 


Don’t overlook the exploring nature of children. There 
are ways to protect them from dangerous chemicals 
found in household products. 


While thousands of children are poisoned each year, 
most of these household accidents can be prevented — if 
adults take proper precautions with hazardous products. 


Do you take those precautions? If you’re not sure, here 
are a few suggestions from the U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission on how to poison-proof your home: 


— No matter how attractive a hazardous product may 
be, children usually can’t be poisoned by sométhing they 
can’t get their hands on. Therefore, one key to poison 
prevention in the home is keeping all medicines and 
other hazardous products locked up when not in use. 


— Don’t depend on close supervision. It’s impossible to 
watch a child every minute and children can move very 
quickly. 

— Always read the warning labels on hazardous 
products. These labels will tell you the seriousness of the 
danger and list all hazardous ingredients. If your child is 
accidentally poisoned, the first thing a doctor needs to 
know is the identity of the poison. The label also will tell 
you what immediate first aid you can give. 


Hazards lurk 
IN many items 
in households 








Most parents know that 
certain household items like 
turpentine, medicines and 
furniture polishes can be 
dangerous even fatal when 
swallowed. 

But there are other items 
around the home which can 
be dangerous and 
sometimes fatal, par- 
ticularly to youngsters who 
may swallow or drink them 
out of curiosity. 


Over 90 percent of ac- 
cidental ingestion cases in- 
volve children under 5 and 
studies show the majority 
of these incidents occur in- 
side the home. The ac- 
cidents happen mainly in 
the bathroom and kitchen 
and nearly half the time 
when a product is in use. 


While soaps, detergents 
and other household 
cleaners may cause no or 


minimal toxic effects when. 


swallowed, nausea, 
vomiting or diarrhea can 
result when youngsters 
sample any number of 
household cleaning 
products intended to clean, 
shine and sanitize a home. 


There are a large number 
of other items you buy that 
can be dangerous and are 
not so marked. Among

these are alcoholic 
beverages, nail polish, 
shampoo, face and hand 
creams, liniments and 
other everyday items often 
left on dressing tables and 
open shelves. 

Wise homemakers will 
check with the florist before 
buying houseplants to make 
Sure you are not adding 
another booby trap to your 
home in the form of 
poisonous Jerusalem 
cherry, holly, azalea, 
dieffenbachia, poinsettia, 
oleander or elephant’s ear. 
Children tend to like to 
munch on leaves when no 
one is looking. 

Prevention of poisoning 
can be achieved by mixing a 
few simple precautions 
with a daily dose of 
vigilance. 

And that’s a prescription 
that doesn’t cost a cent.

— Keep all hazardous products in their original con- 
tainers. Never store them in cups, soda bottles or other 
containers that would normally contain food or drink. 

— Avoid taking medicines in a child’s presence. 
Children imitate adults, particularly their parents. 

Call any medicine by its proper name. Never suggest 
that medicine is ‘“‘candy.” 

— When giving medicines to children, give them only 
the proper dosage. Don’t think that because a little 
medicine gives relief, more would do an ever better job. 

— Promptly dispose of prescription drugs by flushing 
them down the toilet once the illness for which they were 
prescribed is over. 

— Do not store any other hazardous producis with 


“medicines that are to be taken internally. There are 


many look-alike containers on the market. You or your 
child could make a tragic mistake. 

— Be careful when using a hazardous product. Always 
keep it out of children’s reach. If you are interrupted 
while using the product, take it with you. 

A wide variety of drugs and hazardous household 
products now are required to be packaged in containers 
with safety closures that are very difficult or next to im- 
possible for most children to open. Other hazardous 
products soon will be added to the list. Child-resistant 
packaging has the potential to reduce dramatically the 
number of youngsters poisoned, but only if it is purchas- 
ed and then properly used. 

Safety packaging is proving effective in saving lives, 
data recently received from the National Center for 
Health Statistics in Washington, D.C., shows. The total 
number of deaths among children under 5 from acciden- 
tal poisonings has been declining for some years. 

With safety packaging, be sure to keep the product in 
the safety packaging, close the container properly after 
using and remember safety packaging is only an ad- 
ditional safeguard. 

Safety closures can help, but they can’t do the whole 
job of protecting your children. That’s up to you.
